GENTLEMEN,— 


In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Memorandum  of  the  Board  of 
Education  [Circular  576,  paragraph  13  (d)  to  (hll,  I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  and  school  children  under  your  Authority. 
The  Report  relates  to  the  calendar  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1908,  and  is  necessarily  in- 
complete, as  the  provisions  of  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907,  relating  to 
Medical  Inspection  were  not  put  into  operation  until  Ihe  month  of  April.  As  regards  the  scope 
of  the  Report,  the  Board  consider  it  is  desirable  that  it  should  cover  as  much  as  possible  of 
the  ground  indicated  under  the  following  heads  : — 

(a)  Hygienic  condition  of  schools. 

(h)  Description  of  arrangements  for  co-ordinating*  School  Medical  Service  and  Public 
Health  Service,  including  (i)  Use  of  Board’s  (Schedule  ; (2)  Assistance  given  by 

Teachers,  Nurses,  .Vttendance  Officers,  ; (3)  Co-operation  of  Parents;  (4)  Dis- 

turbance of  School  arrangements. 

(c)  Extent  and  scope  of  Medical  Inspection  during  year. 

(d)  Review  of  results  of  Medical  Inspection. 

(e)  Relations  of  hom.e  and  social  c'onditions  to  health  and  physical  condition  of  children. 

(/)  Methods  employed  or  available  for  the  treatment  of  defects,  including  work  of  School 
Nurses. 

(g)  Review  of  action  taken  to  detect  ;infl  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  in- 
cluding closure  of  schools  or  exclusion  of  children  from  schools. 

(/j)  Review  of  methods  adopted  for  dealing  with  blind,  deaf,  mentally  or  physically  de- 
fective and  epileptic  children. 

(il  Review  of  methods  of  instru  tion  in  persojial  hygiene  and  temperance  in  Public  Ele- 
mentary Schools,  Including  physical  or  breathing  exercises,  and  arrangements  for 
open  air  or  camp  schools. 

It  is  pointed  out  by  the  Board  of  Education  that,  although  the  .\ct  of  1907,  has  to  some 
extent  the  effect  of  conferring  on  a Local  Education  .\uthority  powers  concurrent  with  those  which 


it  exercises  as  Sanitary  Authority,  it  is  extremely  important  that  full  use  should  be  made  of  the 
powers  exercisable  in  the  latter  capacity,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  special  powers  of  Medical  Inspec- 
tion conferred  on  the  Education  Authority  may  have  the  result  of  greatly  extending  the  influence 
and  scope  of  the  work  hitherto  performed  solely  by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  This  Report  is, 
therefore,  drawn  up  as  far  as  possible  upon  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Board’s  Circular  {576) 

General  description  of  arrangements  which  have  been  made  for  the  co-relation  of  the 
School  Medical  Service  with  the  Public  Health  Service  : — 

In  January,  1908,  the  Education  Committee  authorised  the  following  scheme  for  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907,  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
the  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children,  and  having  regard  to  the  desirability  of  associating 
this  inspection  with  the  general  public  health  work  in  the  Department  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  ist  April,  1908.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
being'  appointed  Chief  Medical  Officer,  and  Drs.  h^.  !• . Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Elder,  Assistant 
Medical  Officers,  having  the  part  time  services  of  the  two  Women  Health  Visitors  in  the  Health 
Department  to  assist  in  the  work  of  medical  inspection  until  such  time  as  .School  Nurses  should 
be  appointed.  Rooms  have  been  set  apart  in  connection  with  the  offices  of  the  Medice.l  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  use  of  the  Medical  Inspectors,  Health  Visitors,  and  clerical  staff.  I he  Board’'- 
Schedule  of  Medical  Inspection  has  l)ecn  followed  as  far  as  possible,  and  is  printed  on  cards, 
which  are  filled  up  in  duplicate,  one  series  being  kept  upon  the  school  premises  and  tlic  other  at 
the  office  of  the  School  Medical  Ofricer.  A slight  departure  from  the  Board’s  Schedule  has  been 
rendered  necessary  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  weighing  machines  and  measuring  standards  were 
not  delivered  until  the  latter  part  of  the  ycai.  The  assistance  rendered  by  the  Scliool  Attendance 
Officers  has  been  of  great  service  in  many  ways,  more  particularly  in  connection  with  the  discovery 
of  absentees  from  school  leading  to  the  medical  examination  of  such  children  when  necessary.  School 
Managers  have  also  given  all  possible  facilities  for  the  inspection  of  children  upon  school  premises. 
Two  Schc  ol  Nurses  were  appointed  in  December  of  the  year  under  consideration,  but  they  did 
not  commence  work  until  Januar\',  1909.  The  Teachers  have  rendered  great  and  willing  assist- 
ance to  the  Medical  Inspectors,  many  of  them  taking  the  greatest  interest  in  the  work.  Parents 
have  also  been  invited  to  attend  the  first  inspection  of  their  children,  and  in  many  cases  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  attending.  The  Medical  Inspectors  report  that  generally 
they  appreciated  the  importance  of  the  proceeding,  and  willingly  gave  all  the  necessary  informa- 
tion. 

The  following  forms  and  notices  are  used  in  connection  wdth  the  Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children,  and  special  cards  are  forwarded  under  cover  to  parents  when  children  are  found 
to  be  in  a dirty  or  verminous  condition.

The  Education  Committee  have  decided  that  Head  Teachers  of  Infant.s’  Schools 
shall  assist  the  School  Aledical  Officers  by  filling  up  the  Schedule  Cards  in  certain 
particuhiiT.,  in  the  case,  of  all  fre.sh  admissions  to  the  School,  and  Cards  thus  entered 
shall  be  forwarded  monthly  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  VValford,  City  Hall), 
on  the  last  day  of  each  month. 

A supply  of  the  Schedule  Cards  will  be  sent  to  the  Schools  before  you  re- 
assemble after  the  vacation,  and  the  particulars  required  to  bo  filled  up  bv  the 
Head  Teachers  are  the  whole  of  the  queries  on  the  front  of  the  Card  with  the  excep- 
tion of  “General  Observations”  and  “Directions  to  Parents  or  Teachers.”

The  Schedule  of  IMedical  Inspection  adopted  has  been  that  suggested  by  the  Board  of 
■Education,  and  comprised  the  following  details  : — 

(i)  Date  of  Inspection;  (2)  Standard  and  Regularity  of  Attendance;  (3)  Age  of  Child; 
(4)  Clothing  and  Footgear;  (5)  Height;  (6)  Weight;  (7)  Nutrition;  (8)  Cleanliness;  (9)  Teeth;  (10) 
Nose  and  Throat;  (ii)  External  Eye  Diseases;  (12)  \'ision;  (13)  Ear  Disease;  (14)  Hearing;  (15) 
Speech;  (16)  Mental  Condition;  (17)  Heart  and  Circulation;  (18)  Lungs;  (19)  Nervous  System; 
(20)  Tuberculosis;  (21)  Rickets;  (22)  Deformities;  (23)  Infectious  or  Contagious  Disease;  (24)  Other 
Disease  or  Defect. 

.Shorllv  before  the  inspection  the  parents  arc  asked  to  fill  up  part  of  the  Schedule  relating 
to  the  previous  illness  of  the  child  and  the  family  history.  With  this  request  they  usually  com- 
ply. It  has  not  been  found  .practicable  during  the  first  year  to  attempt  more  than  the  inspection 
of  the  children  newly  admitted,  and  those  supposed  to  be  leaving  the  school.  In  the  second  year 
(1909)  at  least  three  inspections  will  take  place,  i.e.,  those  newly  admitted,  and  those  leaving, 
together  with  those  who  are  in  their  third  year  of  school  life. 

.Altogether  6,126  scholars  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  comprising  768  boys  and 
1,131  girls  leaving  the  schools,  3,845  >*1  Infant  Departments,  296  special  cases,  27  in  the 
Oral  School,  and  39  mentally  defective  children.  In  addition  to  the  above  80  Pupil  1 eachers  were 
examined.  Of  these  several  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  defects  of  vision,  which  were  cor- 
rected by  appropriate  spectacles,  and  all  were  certified  as  physically  fit  for  duty. 
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The  boys  were  inspected  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Thomas,  the  girls  by  Dr.  Elizabeth  Elder,  the 
infants  being  divided  between  the  Inspectors,  both  of  .whom  have  conducted  their  difficult  and 
responsible  duties  with  great  ability  and  tact. 

Of  the  6,126  scholars  inspected,  1,772  were  found  defective  to  the  extent  of  requiring 
medical  treatment,  or  hygienic  supervision.  Of  the  boys  27.6  per  cent.,  of  the  girls  20.4  per 
cent.,  and  of  the ’infants,  34.4  per  cent,  were  in  this  condition. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  296  scholars  were  referred  for  special  medical  examination  by 
the  School  Attendance  Officers  and  Teachers.  These  were  examined  at  the  City  Hall. 

'J'he  conditions  revealed  by  the  medical  inspection  are  enumerated  in  the  following  tables,, 
which  give  valuable  indications  of  the  lines  upon  which  any  scheme  of  am.elioration  should  be 
based.  It  is  regretable  to  find  that  a large  proportion  of  the  defects  found  were  due  to  the  ignor- 
ance, carelessness,  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  In  a certain  number  of  cases  the  homes 
of  the  children  suffering  in  this  way  have  been  visited  by  the  Lady  Health  X'isitors,  who,  acting 
uijon  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Inspectors,  have  effected  much  good,  especially  in  the  direc- 
tion of  improved  cleanliness,  and  inducing  parents  to  obtain  medical  treatment  when  necessary.

Defective  \’ision. — Of  the  768  boys  inspected  between  the  ages  of  13  and  16  years,  58,, 
or  7.5  per  cent,  were  found  defective  to  the  extent  of  requiring  treatment.  Of  the  1,151  girls  in- 
spected  151,  or  13.1  per  cent,  were  found  so  defective.  During  the  past  year  the  only  examina- 
tion possible  has  been  by  testing  the  sight  with  Snellen’s  Test  Types.  By  this  method  it  is  possible' 
to  form  a rough  general  estimate  of  the  amount  of  defective  vision  in  schools,  but  the  diagnosis 
is  not  of  strict  scientific  accuracy.  Children  with  perfectly  acute  vusion  should,  in  a good  light, 

be  able  to  read  the  smallest  type  (technically  known  as  As,  however,  the  illumination  in

several  of  the  class  rooms  was  not  good  at  the  time  of  the  examination,  a lower  standard  has  been 

taken,  and  those  who  were  unable  to  read  a larger  type  at  a distance  of  twenty  feet  are

classed  as  defective  in  vision.  The  parents  of  these  children  were  all  urged  to  obtain  medical 
treatment,  and  in  many  cases  suitable  spectacles  were  obtained.  A room  in  the  City  Hall  has' 
now  been  provided  for  the  more  complete  examination  of  children  found  to  have  defective  vision 
by  the  above  mentioned  method,  and  this  important  matter  will  receive  greater  attention. 

Defective  Teeth. — Of  the  boys  inspected  618,  or  80.4  per  cent,  were  found  with  decayed 
teeth.  Of  the  girls  87.5  per  cent,  were  in  the  same  condition.  Amongst  the  3,845  children  in  the 
Infant  Departments,  2,598,  or  67.5  per  cent,  had  decayed  teeth.  The  inspection  has  revealed,  as 
was  expected,  the  extremely  bad  condition  of  children’s  teeth,  a condition  which  must  seriously  affect 
their  general  health.  Endeavours  have  been  made  by  the  Medical  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors  to 
induce  the  parents  to  pay  proper  attention  to  these  defects,  as  in  most  cases  the  dental  decay  was 
due  to  complete  neglect  and  carelessness. 

Disorders  of  the  throat  and  nose,  including  simple  enlargements  of  the  tonsils,  and  the 
condition  due  to  adenoids,  or  over-growths  of  lymphoid  tissue  in  the  post  nasal  region,  were 
found  to  the  extent  of  15.2  per  cent,  of  the  boys  examined,  and  18.1  per  cent,  of  the  girls.  In  the 
Infant  Departments  8.1  of  the  children  suffered  from  these  defects.  These  enlargements  in  the 
throat  produce  what  is  knov  n as  mouth  breathing,  and  sometimes  partial  deafness,  and  seriously 
interferes  with  the  physical  and  mental  development  of  thi;  children  suffering  in  this  way.  They 
should  be  treated  in  the  early  state  of  the  disorder,  or  they  may  remain  dull  and  backward  during 
the  whole  of  their  school  life. 

Chronic  Skin  Disorders. — Eczema,  Impetigo,  Scabies,  Ringworm,  &c. — Of  the  Boys 
examined  5.3  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  one  or  other  of  these  complaints,  as  com- 
pared with  .6  per  cent,  of  the  Girls.  These  conditions  prevailed  more  extensively  amongst  the 
children  attending  the  Infant  Classes,  of  whom  6.2  were  found  to  be  affected. 

Cle.-xni.iness.  — 21  of  the  768  boys  inspected  were  in  a verminous  state,  that  is  with  lice  or 
nits  upon  the  head  or  body;  282,  or  24.4  per  cent,  of  the  girls  were  in  the  same  condition.  The 
larger  proportion  of  girls  affected  being  due  to  the  greater  difficulty  of  keeping  the  hair  clean;  12.7 
per  cent,  of  the  children  attending  the  Infant  Dcjoartments  were  similarly  affected.  Already  a great 
improvement  has  been  effected  by  the  visits  of  the  Health  Msitors  to  the  homes  of  these  children, 
and  still  greater  benefit  is  to  be  expected  from  the  visitations  of  the  School  Nurses. 

Clothing. — Amongst  the  girls  and  infants  a certain  number  were  reported  to  be  in- 
sufficiently clothed.  The  proportion  being  about  6.3  per  cent,  of  those  inspected.  These  were  for 
the  most  part  children  of  very  poor  parents. 

Other  defects  found  comprised  amongst  boys,  girls,  and  infants  : Ear  disease,  with  partial 
deafness,  11.8  per  cent.;  heart  disease,  5.4  per  cent.;  nervous  disorders,  4.7  per  cent.;  and  tuber- 
culosis, 11.6  per  cent. 

Weighing  and  Measuring. — .Mtogether,  3,320  children  have  been  weighed  and 
measured.  Of  these  2,954  were  in  the  Infant  Departments,  and  366  were  elder  children  leaving 
school.  These  numbers  are  as  yet  insufficient  to  enable  any  conclusion  to  be  formed  as  to  the 
stature  and  weight  of  the  school  children  in  the  district,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  general 
population  of  Great  Britain,  but  it  may  be  of  intere.st  to  note  in  this  connexion  the  Table  published 
by  the  .\nthropometric  Committee  of  the  British  Association  (1883),  gi^■ing  average  height  without 
shof.-s,  and  average  weight  with  clothes,  of  all  classes  of  the  general  population.

— Scarlet  I-'ever,  Diphtheria,  and  Enteric  Fever  are 
compulsorily  notifiable  by  medical  practitioners  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  following 
tables  show  the  number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  amongst  pupils  of  the 
several  Public  Elementary  Schools.  Very  few  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  notified  amongst 
school  children. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Mumps  prevailed  somewhat  extensively  in  the  Infant  Departments 
during  the  year,  but  no  schools  have  been  closed  on  account  of  epidemic  disease  or  danger  to 
Jiealth,  under  .Article  57  of  the  Code  of  igo8.

Amelioration  of  the  Conditions  revealed  by  medical  inspection. — In  the  memoranda 
upon  this  subject,  the  Board  of  Education  indicate  “that  it  is  desirable  that  the  Education  Author- 
ity shou'd  consider  the  various  methods  and  measures  vvhch  are  open  to  them  ir,  the  exercise  of 

the  powers  conferred  by  Section  13  (i)  (b)  of  the  A('t  of  1907.’’ 

These  measures  are  full}'  set  forth  in  the  Board's  Circular  596  and  comprise  the  Tollow- 

ing 

(i)  Improvement  of  the  school  arrangements.  (2)  Exercise  of  powers  under  Special  Acts.

During  the  past  year  no  scheme  under  the  Section  of  the  Act  referred  to  was  submitted 
to  the  Board  for  its  approval.  The  general  result  of  the  medical  inspection,  so  far  as  it  has  gone, 
seems  to  show  that  the  majority  of  parents  are  able  and  willing  to  obtain  medical  treatmvnt  for 
their  children,  either  from  pri\ate  medical  practitioners,  or  as  patients  of  the  In- 
firmary, or  of  some  other  Medical  Institution.  Next  year,  however.  .School  Nurses  will,  in 
exceptional  cases,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  apply  themselves,  under  medical 
supervision,  or  show  the  parents  how  to  apply,  simple  remedies  for  minor  ailments.  One  import- 
ant cfi'ect  of  the  .\ct  of  1907  has  been  the  closer  association  of  the  simple  sanitary  inspection  of 
school  premises,  with  the  consideration  of  physical  defects,  depending  upon  insanitary  class- 
rooms, and  unsuitable  conditions  of  school  life.  general  survey  of  the  school  buildings  has  been 
systematically  carried  out  during  the  past  few  years,  and  many  important  improvements  have  been 
effected,  .\mongst  the  chief  defects  affecting  the  health  of  the  scholar  are  the  imperfect  heating 
arrangements  in  the  older  class-rooms;  these  have  been  remedied  to  some  extent,  but  great  struc- 
tural difficulties  are  encountered  in  this  connection. 
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No  proposal  has  yet  been  made  by  tlie  Education  Committee  to  provide  suitable  and  in- 
expensive spectacles  for  those  unable  to  pay  for  them.  The  findings  of  the  medical  inspection 
have  indicated  a considerable  amount  of  defective  vision  amongst  school  children,  but  until  the 
cases  have  been  more  completely  followed  up  and  investigated,  it  is  impossible  to  report  upon  the 
number  of  parents  unable  to  provide  these  necessities  for  their  children.  ,

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 


^ This  Act  of  Parliament  is  intended  to  enable  Education  Authorities  to  make  provison  for 
the  elementary  educaton  of  defective  and  epileptic  children.  The  special  provision  which  is  to  be 
made  by  these  .Vuthorties  is  intended  for  children  who  not  being  imbecile  and  not  being  merely 
dull  or  backward,  are  defective,  and  who  by  reason  of  mental  or  physical  defect,  are  incapable  of 
'receiving  proper  benefit  from  the  instruction  in  the  ordinary  public  elementary  schools,  but  are  not 
incapable  by  reason  of  such  defects  of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction  in  special  classes  or  schools, 
and  for  epileptic  children,  who  not  being  idiots  or  imbeciles,  are  unfit  by  reason  of  severe  epilepsy 
to  attend  the  ordinary  public  elementary  schools. 

The  provision  which  has  been  made  by  your  Authority  is  in  connection  with  the  \’irgil 
Street  Public  Elementary  School,  where  special  class-rooms,  sepaiated  from  the  rest  of  the  school 
buildings  are  set  apart  for  this  purpose. 

Before  a grant  for  any  period  is  payable  by  the  Board  of  l-lducation  in  respect  of  a special 
school,  the  Board  must,  inter  alia,  be  satisfied  that  the  defective  children  are  admitted  by  the  proce- 
dure provided  by  the  .\.ct,  and  that  they  have  been  during  that  period  periodically  examined  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Education  Authority.  In  accordance  with  this  provision,  I have  ex- 
amined all  the  children  attending  the  Defective  Classes  in  this  School,  with  the  object  of  ascer- 
taining whether  any  of  the  scholars  have  attained  such  a mental  and  physical  condition  as  to 
render  them  fit  to  attend  an  ordinary  Public  Elementary  School,  or  on  the  other  hand,  whether 
anv  of  them  are,  from  mental  deficiency,  unlikeh’  to  deri\  e any  educational  advantage  from  further 
attendance  at  the  special  class.  The  number  on  the  register  at  the  \'irgil  Street  Defective  Classes 
fn  December,  1908,  was  39,  with  an  average  attendance  of  30  for  that  month.  In  the  majority 
of  children  attending  these  classes  some  improvement  has  taken  place.  The  forms  of  manual  in- 
struction taught  comprise  for  boys,  basket  work,  carpentering,  chair  caning,  clay  modelling,  boot 
making;  for  girls,  knitting,  laundry  work,  sewing  and  cooking,  whilst  those  incapable  of  doing 
this  work  learn  bead  threading  and  other  quite  simple  manual  work.  Complete  records  of  the 
results  of  the  medical  examination  of  these  defecti\e  children  ha\  e been  made  and  kept  for  refer- 
ence in  the  ollicc  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  the  following  table  is  a summar\-  of  the  examination 
made  in  December  last.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  method  of  ascertaining  whether  a child, 
either  attending  or  absent  from  a public  elementary  school,  is  mentally  defective  or  epileptic 
has  been  by  means  of  information,  derived  either  from  a School  Teacher  or  from  a School  Attend- 
ance Officer,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  some  children  ha\e  been  attending  the  ordinary 
classes  who  would  have  been  more  suitably  provided  for  in  the  special  class  for  defectives.  It  is 
probable,  therefore,  that  the  more  careful  medical  inspection  of  children  attending  public  elemen- 
tary schools,  now  being  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  .\ct  of  1907,  w 111  be  the  means  of 
detecting  a larger  proportion  of  defective  scholars  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case.  No  special  pro- 
vision is  made  in  this  district  for  epileptic  children,  the  causes  rendering  such  children  unfit  to 
attend  an  ordinary  school  may  be  either  the  probability  of  danger  to  themselves  or  to  others,  or 
disturbance  of  school  work  by  such  attendance.  It  is  usual  to  divide  mental  deficiency  in  children 
into  three  grades  : idiocy,  imbecilitv , and  feeble-mindedncss,  which  shade  imperceptably  into  each 
other,  and  have  no  sharp  dividing  line.  An  exact  differential  diagnosis  Is  in  these  cases  frequently 
attended  with  difficulties.  It  is,  however,  of  practical  importance  from  an  erhu'ational  point  of  view, 
as  children,  who  from  their  more  marked  mental  deficiency  would  be  classed  as  imbeciles  or  idiots, 
are  unsuitable  for  the  special  classes,  which  are  intended  for  the  feeble-minded  who  are  likely  to 
derive  some  benefit  from  this  particular  form  of  education. 

Dr.  Eicholz,  on  visiting  this  .School  during  the  past  year,  expressed  the  opinion  that  on 
the  whole,  the  children  attending  the  classes  for  defectives,  were  of  too  low  a grade  intellectually 
to  benefit  by  the  instruction  given.  Taking  into  consideration  this  view  of  H.  M.  Inspector,  a 
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careful  examination  has  been  made  of  the  mental  condition  of  each  child,  and  three  were  found  so 
defective  as  to  be  incapable  of  receiving  benefit,  and  should  be  excluded.  One  boy,  Leslie  Palmer, 
of  7,  Pearson  Street,  has  improved  considerably,  and  it  is  probable  that  he  will  shortly  be  tit  for 
removal  to  an  ordinary  school.  With  respect  to  the  condition  of  the  three  class-rooms  used  for 
defective  children,  I would  point  out  that  the  heating  arrangements  are  imperfect^  and  that  on  some 
occasions  the  temperature  recorded,  about  lo  a.m.,  has  been  as  low  as  37  deg.  F.  I would,  there- 
fore, recommend  that  a more  efficient  system  of  heating  be  adopted. 

The  following  is  the  list  of  those  children  attending  the  Virgil  Street  Classes,  who  are  in 
my  opinion,  and  judging  from  the  reports  of  the  Teachers,  unlikely  to  derive  any  benefit  from 
further  attendance  at  this  school,  owing  to  marked  intellectual  deficiency. 

(1)  Hannah  Jenkins,  aged  ii  years,  living  at  60,  Court  Road. — This  child  is  said  to  be 
an  epileptic,  her  general  aspect  is  extremely  vacant  and  dull,  her  educational  attainments  are 
practically  nil,  the  Teacher  states  that  there  has  been  no  improvement  in  her  mental  condition  since 
her  admission  on  July  ist,  1907,  and  that  she  is  unable  to  perform  any  manual  work  except  thread- 
ing beads.  This  child  might  more  properly  be  classed  as  an  imbecile. 

(2)  Emma  Morgan,  aged  9 years,  living  at  22,  Habershon  Street. — This  child  has  a 
very  dull  aspect  and  expression,  her  S|peech  is  very  defective,  and  she  is  subject  to  epileptic  fits. 
Her  educational  attainments  are  of  the  lowest  order,  and  the  Teacher  reports  that  her  attendence 
is  very  irregular,  and  that  she  ks  incapable  of  improvement.  Her  mental  condition  is  that  of 
imbecility.  She  was  admitted  to  the  Virgil  Street  School,  September  14th,  1908. 

(3)  Maggie  Richards,  aged  14  years,  of  6,  Iron  Street. — This  child  has  a dull  and 
vacant  expression.  Her  speech  is  very  defective,  she  is  unable  to  learn  or  perform  any  useful 
manual  work,  or  to  take  care  of  herself  in  any  way.  The  Teacher  reports  that  no  improvement 
has  taken  place  in  her  mental  condition  since  admission  to  the  school  on  September  ist,  1906.  .She 
seems  to  be  a low  grade  imbecile,  and  quite  incapable  of  taking  care  of  herself.
